The present status of the Up- 
land sewerage system was out- 
lined in a recent report by James 

Montgomery, consulting en- 
gineer. The report said, in part, 
“the present sewage collection | 
system does not provide adequate | 
coverage of the city to take care| 
of our present growth’’. i 

Aside from the growth factor, } 
emphasis was also laid -on the | 
potentiality of an “undesirable | 
health problem’ due to the in. | 
| adequacy of the present “A’’ St. 
jand 7th St. lines. 

The present program calls for | 
major overhauling of | 
Upland’s sewerage system since | 
1917, the year when Upland vot-' 
rs passed their first sewer bond. | 

In that vear, Upland’s popula- | 
tion was 3,000. The system then) 
begun has been added to over) 
the years. The result is an im- 
pending crisis as the main out-| 
fall sewer in Campus Ave. ap-| 
proaches total capacity. 

According to the Montgomery | 
report, the total allowable flow! 
in that line will be reached with 


the completion of 250 new resi-| 
dential units. to say nothing of| 
presently increasing sereprint | 
requirements. i 


Under the pending bond issue, 
a new main outfall sewer would | 
be constructed, the cost to be! 
borne jointly by Upland and-On- 
tario in proportion to use. To 
this would be added two addi- 
tional trunk lines which would 
augment and relieve the present 
trunk facilities. 

An added trickling filter at the 
disposal plant will also be in- 
stalled to complete the modern- 
ization program. : 

The Montgomery report, in 
making these’ recommendations, 
summed up by stating that it 
was considered that these were 
the ‘‘minimum needs of the city 
at this time’’. 


Eight Houses To
